FAILURE OF THE 3 PEACE CONFERENCE 


Reported Oapture of Wilmington.

Dates to.the 2Qnda Feb. 


By the sloop Nonpareil, which arrived from 
Victoria last evening, we are placed in possession 
of our usual files, containing news from the seat 
of the American war to the 22ud Februaty, from 
Europe to the 8th, and from Canada to the 18th. 
The war news is somewhat important. and indi- 
cates a decided advance in the Federal cause, - 


The President and Secretary Seward met the 
rebel peace commissioners on board a steamer off 
Fortress Monroe on the 3rd.. The conference 
resulted in nothing, The President returned to 
Washington on the 5th.—The Illinois-and Mich- 
igan ship canal bill passed the House onthe 2nd. 
—A severe engagement took place at Hatches’ 
Ran by the army advancing on Petersburg. The 
ground was fought over four times. The charge 
which broke the Yankee lines late in the day is 
described as One of the grandest charges in mil- 
itary annals. The Petersburg Express says the 
Federals lost 1,500 to 2,000 killed, wounded and 
prisouers, The engagement resulted in the ad- 
vance of the army to within five miles of Peters- 
burg.—Sherman took possession of Columbia on 
the 17th. 

New York, Feb. 21.—Thy city of Charleston 
was evacuated on the night of the 17th inst., by 
the enemy, leaving the fortifications aronnd the 
city entirely alinjored, besides 300 gans which 
they had spiked. 

The evacuation was first discovered at Fort 
Moultrie, On the next morning part of the 
troops on James’ Island crossed over in boats 
and took possession of the city withont oppositivn. 

Previous to the enemy’s evacuating they fired 
the upper part of the city, and destroyed 60,- 
000 bales of cotton. 

A fearful explosion -took ‘place at the Wil- 
mington depot, by which several handred citi- 
zens were killed and wounded, including -old 
men, women and children. 

Dahlgren ran to the city at 2 o'clock. Gil- 
more followed after, and had an interview with 
Schemmelfining, who commands the city; for,the 
present. The remains of two iron-clads were 
found which the enemy had blown up. | 

The blockade runner Cyreng, just from: Nas- 
sau, fell into our hands. 

All the houses in the lower part of the city 
are completely riidled by our shot and shell. 
The wealthy portion of the populace have left 
the city. The poorer classes, consisting) chiefly 
of old men, women and children, remain io a suf- 
fering condition for want of food. - 


CuartEston, Feb, 18.—Charleston anil all its 
possessions fell into our hands this morning. The 
enemy commenced evacuating their works last 
night. Gen, McBeth surrendered the!-city to 
Gen. Schemmelfining. “All |the cotton ware- 
houses, arsenals, quartermasters’ stores, bridges 
and iron-clads were burned by the enemy, Some 
of the vessels in the ship-yards were also burnt.

But there is one item’whieh 
ought not to be «overlooked, lest it might be 
thought those most interested are satisfied with. 
it—namely, £250 for the erection of a schvol 
house in the capital of a colony with an estima- 
ted revenne of upwards of £230,000 for the year | 
The thing is looked upoa by all as simply a bur- 
lesque. And, as if to heighten the effect, im- 
mediately ¢omes £200 for a clock nobody wants. 
We want emigration. Emigrants with fami- 


lies would be not the least desirable acquisitions, 
Let us see the tempting prospects presented to’ 


such. A family arrives. The father says, “I 
have not.muchi of this world’s goods, but, next 
to their sonl’s welfare, I desire above all things 
to get a good solid education for my children, 
and I wonld like‘to see abo..t that before I set- 
tle down.?* . The reply is, “ If you settle in the 
capital you will have a school. ‘The fees for your 
two children are} thirty-siz dollars a year ; the 
school bioks and requisites will be twenty-three 
dollars more ; and you will|find the school taught 
in a little black cabin, resembling a cow huase, 
with everything gbout it the farthest possible 
remove from beagty or taste.’ But then you can 
put up with the lpss of everything calenlated to 
cultivate the finer feelings and tastes of your 
children, seeing that if you area laborer or re- 
spectable tradesipan you can get work at least 
six months in the year ; and if you can afford to 
rent a store and lay in a stock of goods. to the 
tune of six or eight thousand dollurs, yon can 
have the pleasore of selling a dollar's worth once 
in a while, and standing in your door watching 
the waggon loads of goods| coming from Victo- 
rie, bought with the money of the poorly paid 
Government officials, who get nearly all the mo 
ney raised in the colony by grinding the miners
